Whereas, M/s Manipal Academy of Higher Education, Manipal-576 104 (KN/8810) 
(hereinafter referred to as " the said establishment") has applied for exemption under Section 
17(l)(a) of the Employees' provident Funds & Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (hereinafter 
referred to as " the said Act"). 


And whereas, in the opinion of the State Government the rules of the Provident Fund of 
the said establishment with respect to the rates of contributions are not less favorable to 
employees therein than those specified in Section 6 of the said Act and the employees are also 
in enjoyment of other Provident Fund benefits which on the whole are not less favourable to the 
employees than the benefits provided under the said Act or under the Employees' Provident 
Fund Scheme, 1952 (hereinafter referred to as " the said Scheme”) in relation to the employees 
in any other establishment of a similarly character. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by under Section 17 of the said Act 
subject to the conditions specified in the Schedule annexed hereto the State Government 
hereby exempts the said establishment from the operation of the provisions of the said 
Schemes, except the provisions of paragraph 32-A, 32-B, 79-A and 79-C with effect from 
01-04-1982. 


SCHEDULE 

1. The employer shall establish a Board of Trustees under his Chairmanship for the 
management of the Provident Fund according to such directions as may be given by the 
Central Government of the Central Provident Fund Commissioner, as the case may be, 
from time to time. The Provident Fund shall west in Board of Trustees who will be 
responsible for and accountable to the Employees' Provident Fund Organization. Inter 
alia, for proper accounts of the receipts into and payment from the Provident Fund and 
the balance in their custody, for this purpose, the " employer" shall mean - 

i. In relation to an establishment, which is a factory, the owner or occupier of 
the factory, and 

ii. In relation to any other establishment, the person who, or the authority, that 
has the ultimate control over the affairs of the establishment. 

The Board of Trustees shall meet at least once in every three months and shall function 
in accordance with the guidelines that may be issued from time to time by the Central 
Government / Central Provident Fund Commissioner (CPFC) or an officer authorized by 
him. 


2 . 
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3. All employees, as defined in Section 2(1) of the Act, who have been eligible to become 
members of the Provident Fund, had the establishment not been granted exemption, shall 
be enrolled as members. 

4. Where an employee who is already a member of Employees' Provident Fund or a Provident 
Fund of any other exempted establishment is employed in his establishment, the 
employer shall immediately enroll him as member of the Fund. The employee should also 
arrange with his previous employer transferred and credited into his account. 

5. The employer shall transfer to the Board of Trustees the contributions payable to the 
Provident Fund by himself and employees at the rate prescribed under the Act from time 
to time by the 15th of each month following the month for which the contributions are 
payable. The employer shall be liable to pay simple interest in terms of the provisions of 
Section, 7Q, of the Act for any delay in payment of any dues towards the Board of 
Trustees. 

6. The employer shall bear all the expenses of the administration of the Provident Fund and 
also make good any other loss that may be caused to the Provident Fund due to theft, 
burglary, defalcation, misappropriation or any other reason. 

7. Any deficiency in the interest declared by the Board of Trustees is to be made good by 
employer to bring it up to the statutory limit. 

8. The employer shall, display on the notice board of the establishment, a copy of the rules 
of the Funds as approved by the appropriate authority and as and when amended thereto 
along with a transaction in the language of the majority of the employees. 

9. The rate of contributions payable, the conditions and quantum of advances an other 
matters laid down under the Provident Fund Rules of the establishment and the interest 
credited to the account of each member, calculated on the monthly running balance of 
the member and declared by the Board of Trustees shall not be than those declared by 
the Central Government under the various provisions prescribed in the Act and the 
Scheme framed there under. 

10. Any amendment to the Scheme, which is more beneficial to the employees than the 
existing rules of the establishment, shall be made applicable to them, automatically 
pending formal amendment of the Rules of the Trust. 

11. No amendment in the rules shall be made by the employees without the prior approval of 
the Regional PF Commissioner (referred to as RPFC hereafter). The RPFC shall before 
giving his approval give a reasonable opportunity to the employees to explain their point 
of view. 

12. All claims for withdrawals, advances and transfers should be settled expeditiously, within 
the maximum time frame prescribed by the Employees' Provident Fund Organization. 

13. The Board of Trustees shall maintain detailed accounts to show the contribution credited, 
withdrawal and interest in respect of each employee. The maintenance of such records 
should preferably be done electronically. The establishments should periodically transmit 
the details of members' accounts electronically as and when directed by the CPFC/RPFC. 

14. The Board of Trustees shall issue an annual statement of accounts or pass books to eveiy 
employee within six months of the close or financial / accounting year free of cost once in 
the year. Additional printouts can be made available as and when the members want, 
subject to nominal charges. In case of passbook, the same shall remain in custody of 
employee to be updated periodically by the Trustees when presented to them. 

15. The employer shall make necessary provisions to enable all the members to be able to see 
their accounts balance from the computer terminals as and when required by them. 

16. The Board of Trustees and the employer shall file such returns monthly / annually as 
may be prescribed by the Employees' Provident Fund Organization within the specified 
time-limit, failing which it will be deemed as a default and the Board of Trustees and 
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Employer will jointly and separately be liable for suitable penal action by the Employees' 
Provident Fund Organization. 

17. The Board of Trustees shall invest the monies of the Provident Fund as per the directions 
of the Government from time to time. Failure to make investments as per directions of 
the Governments shall make the Board of Trustees separately and jointly liable to 
surcharge as may be imposed by the Central Provident Fund Commissioner or his 
representative. 


18. 

(a) 

The securities shall be obtained in the name of Trust. The securities so obtained 
should be in dematerialized (DEMAT) form and in case the required facility is not 
available in the areas where the Trust operates, the Board of Trustees shall 
inform the Regional PF Commissioner concerned about the same. 


(b) 

The Board of Trustees shall maintain a script wise register and ensure timely 
realization of interest. 


(c) 

The DEMAT Account should be opened through depository participants 
approved by Reserve Bank of India and Central Government in accordance with 
the instructions issued by the Central Government in this regard. 


(d) 

The cost of maintaining DEMAT Account should be treated as incidental cost of 
investment by the Trust. Also all types of cost of investments like brokerage for 
purchase of securities etc., shall be treated as incidental cost of investment by 
the Trust. 


19. All such investments made, like purchase of securities and bonds, should be lodged in 
the safe custody of depository participants, approved by Reserve Bank of India and 
Central Government, who shall be the custodian of the same. On closure of 
establishment of liquidation or cancellation of exemption from Employees' Provident Fund 
Scheme, 1952, such custodian hall transfer the investment obtained in the same of the 
Trust and standing in its credit to the RPFC concerned directly on receipt of request from 
the RPFC concerned to that effect. 

20. The exempted establishment shall intimate to the RPFC concerned the details of depository 

participants (approved by Reserve Bank of India and Central Government), with whom 
and in whose safe custody, the investments made in the name of Trust, viz., Investments 
made in securities, bonds etc., have been lodged. However, the Board of Trustees may 
arise such or sums of money as may be required for meeting obligatory expenses such as 
settlement of claims, grant of advances as per rules and transfer of member's Provident 
Fund accumulations in the event of his / her leaving service of the employer and any 
other receipts by sale of the securities or other investments standing in the name of the 
Fund subject to the prior approval of the Regional PF Commissioner. 

21. Any Commission, incentive, bonus or other pecuniary rewards given by any financial or 
other institutions for the investments made by the Trust should be credited to its 
account. 

22. The employer and the members of the Board of Trustees, at the time of grant of 
exemption, shall furnish a written undertaking to the RPFC in such format as may be 
prescribed from time to time, inter alia, agreeing to abide by the conditions which are 
specified and this shall be legally binding on the employer and the Board of Trustees, 
including their successors and assignees, or such conditions as may be specified later for 
continuation of exemption. 

23. The employer and the Board of Trustees shall also give an undertaking to transfer the 
funds promptly within the time limit prescribed by the concerned RPFC in the event of 
cancellation of exemption. This shall be legally binding on them and will make them 
liable for prosecution in the event of any delay in the transfer of funds. 

24. (a) The account of the Provident Fund maintained by the Board of Trustees shall be 
subject to audit by a qualified independent Chartered Accountant annually. Where 
considered necessary, the CPFC or the RPFC in charge of the Region shall have the 
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right to have the accounts re-audited by any other qualified auditor and the expenses so 
incurred shall be borne by the employer. 

[b] A copy of the Auditor's report along with the audited balance sheet should be 
submitted to the RPFC concerned by the Auditors directly within six months after the closing of 
the financial year from 1st April to 31st March. The format of the balance sheet and the 
information to be furnished in the report shall be as prescribed by the Employees' Provident 
Fund Organisation and made available with the RPFC office in electronic format as well as a 
signed hard copy. 

[c] The same auditors should not be appointed for two consecutive years and not more 
than two years in a block of six years. 

25. A company reporting loss for three consecutive financial years or erosion in their capital 
base, shall have their exemption withdrawn from first day of the next / succeeding 
financial year. 

26. The employer in relation to the exempted establishments shall provide for such facilities 
for inspection and pay such inspection charges as the Central Government may from 
time to time direct under Clause (a) of sub-section (3) of Section 17 of the Act within 15 
days from the close of every month. 

27. In the event of any violation of the conditions for grant of exemption, by the employer or 
the Board of Trustees, the exemption granted may be cancelled after issuing a show 
cause notice in this regard to the concerned persons. 

28. In the event of any loss to the Trust as a result of any fraud, defalcation, wrong 
investment decisions etc., the employer shall be liable to make good the loss. 

29. In case of any change of legal status of the establishments, which has been granted 
exemption, as a result of merger, de-merger, acquisition, sale, amalgamation, formation 
of a subsidiary, where wholly owned or not, etc, the exemption granted shall stand 
revoked and the establishment should promptly report the matter to the RPFC 
concerned for grant of fresh exemption. 

30. In case, there are move than on unit / establishment participating in the common 
Provident Fund Trust which has been granted exemption, all the Trustees shall be 
jointly and separately liable / responsible for any default committed by any of the 
Trustees / Employer of any of the participating units and RPFC shall take suitable legal 
action against all the Trustees of the common provident Fund Trust. 

31. The Central Government may lay down any further conditions for continuation of 
exemption of the establishments.

In the Notification No. SWL 6 LPF 88, Dt: 30-11-1988, exemption was granted Under 
Section 17 (i) (a) of the Employees Provident Fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952 to M/s 
Mangalore Chemicals & Fertilizers Ltd., (KN/6937), subject to certain conditions. The 
conditions governing the grant exemption Under Section 17 (i) (a) of the Employees Provident 
Fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952 and under Para 27A of the Scheme has since been 
revised by the Govt., of India, Ministry of Labour vide Notification No. GSR/853(E) dated: 29- 
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10-2003. The Revised condition No.9 stipulates that the interest credited to the account of 
each member shall not be lower than the interest declared by the Central Government. The 
Establishment M/s Mangalore Chemicals & Fertilizers Ltd., has expressed its inability to 
declare interest on par with statutory rate and decided to surrender the exemption granted 
Under Section 17 (i) (a) of the Act. 

The Regional Provident Fund Commissioners Karnataka has reported vide letter No. 
KN/PF/ Exm/ 6937/ 77/05, Dt: 16-6-2005, that the Establishment M/s Mangalore Chemicals 
& Fertilizers Ltd., is covered under the Employees Provident Fund & Miscellaneous Provisions 
Act 1952, under code No.KN/6937 and granted Exemption Under Section 17 (i) (a) of the Act. 
Since the establishment is unable to maintain statutory rate of interest the Exemption granted 
Under Section 17 (i) (a) of the Act has to be cancelled. 

The Regional Provident Fund Commissioner has also stated that the Establishment on 
its own volition has surrendered the exemption granted Under Section 17 (i) (a) of the Act, with 
effect from 01.08.2004. The matter was also referred to Employees Provident Fund 
Organization, New Delhi to accord approval to send recommendation to appropriate 
Government for cancellation of exemption Under Section 17(4) of the Employees Provident 
Fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952. 

The Employees Provident Fund Organization, New Delhi has also conveyed its approval to 
send Recommendation to appropriate Government for cancellation of exemption vide letter 
No. C-I/10[5]/05/ KN/SZ/ Exemption/ 21274 dated: 26.05.2005. 

The Government after careful Examination agree with the recommendations of the 
Regional Provident Fund Commissioner, Karnataka and have decided to cancel the Exemption 
granted to M/s Mangalore Chemicals & Fertilizers Ltd., Mangalore (KN/6937) with effect from 
01.08.2004. 

Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by sub section (4) of section 17 of the 
Employees Provident Fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952 (Central Act XIX of 1952) the 
Government of Karnataka hereby cancels the Exemption granted under clause (a) of sub 
Section (1) of Section 17 of the Employees Provident Fund and Miscellaneous Provisions Act 
1952 to M/s Mangalore Chemicals and Fertilizers Ltd., Mangalore. (KN/6937] vide Notification 
No. SWL 6 LPF 88, Dt: 30-11-1988 with effect from 01.08.2004.

In the Notification No. LMA 80 LPF 65, Dt: 28-06-1966, exemption was granted Under 
Section 17( 1)(a) of the Employees Provident Fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952 to M/s 
South Kanara Agriculturists Co-operative Marketing Society Ltd., (KN/2662), Sahakari Mahal, 
Mangalore, subject to certain conditions. The conditions governing the grant of exemption 
under Section 17(1) (a) under Para 27AA of the scheme has since been revised vide Government 
of India, Ministry Labour notification No.GSR/853(E) DATED: 29.07.2003. The Revised 
condition No. 09 stipulates that the interest credited to the account of each member, 
calculated on the monthly running balance of the member and declared by the Board of 
Trustees shall not be lower than those declared by the Central Government under the various 
provisions prescribed in the Act and the Scheme framed there under. In this context the 
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establishment M/S S.K. Agriculturists Co-operative Marketing Society, Mangalore expressed 
their inability to maintain the fund and to declare interest on par with statutory rate declared 
by the EPFO. Accordingly the company expressed its desire to surrender the exemption granted 
under Section 17(1) (a) of the Act. 

The Regional Provident Fund Commissioner, Mangalore has reported vide letter No. 
KN/MNG/RO/ENF-II/2662/360/2007-08. Dated: 06.11.2007 that the Establishment 
M/s S.K.Agriculturists Co-operative Marketing Society Ltd, Mangalore, covered under the 
Employees Provident Fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952, under code No. KN/2662 and 
granted Exemption under Section 17(1) (a) of the Act. Since the establishment not able to credit 
the interest on par with the statutory rate the Exemption granted under section 17(1) (a) of the 
Act has to be cancelled. 

The Regional Provident Fund Commissioner has also stated that the trust suffered a 
financial loss for the year 2005-06 and volunteered to surrender the exemption. RPFC, RO, 
Mangalore recommended to cancel the exemption granted under Section 17(1) (a) of the Act with 
effect from 01.03.2006. 

The Employees Provident Fund Organization, New Delhi, has also conveyed its approval 
to send Recommendation to appropriate Government for cancellation of exemption vide letter 
No. E-III/ 7(14)/07/ KN/ Cancellation/Exem/43803 dated: 21.09.2007. 

The Government after careful Examination agrees with the recommendation of the 
Regional Provident Fund Commissioner, Mangalore and has decided to cancel the Exemption 
granted to M/s S.K.Agriculturists Co-operative Marketing Society Ltd., [KN/2662] with 
effect from 01.03.2006. 

Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by sub section (4) of section 17 of the 
Employees Provident fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952 (Central Act XIX of 1952) the 
Government of Karnataka hereby cancels the Exemption granted under clause (a) of sub 
Section (1) of Section 17 of the Employees Provident fund & Miscellaneous Provisions Act 1952

3. Title and Commencement (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Right to 
Information (Amendment) Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in Official Gazette. 

4. Amendment of Rule 4 :- In the Karnataka Right to Information Rules, 2005, in rule 4,- 
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(i) In sub-rule (4) after the words "or in cash” the words "or through Money Order" 

shall be inserted; and 

(ii) After sub-rule (4) the following shall be inserted at the end, namely :- 

"The fee so collected through Govt. Money Order shall be credited to Treasury after due 
acknowledgment as per Karnataka Financial Code or shall be credited to the Treasury after 
entry in the Cash Book as per KFC."

In Government Order dated: 5-8-2006 read at (1) above, certain movable and immovable 
properties of M/s. VINIV-INC & other allied Companies acquired by them either in its own 
name or in the name of any other person have been attached as per the powers conferred by 
Section 3(2) of The Karnataka Protection of Interest of Depositors in Financial Establishments 
Act, 2004. However, the following properties were not attached for the fact that the Registrar of 
Co-op. Societies, Bangalore had already taken action to attach these immovable properties in 
connection with VINIV-INC Souharda Credit Co-op. Society Ltd., V.V. Puram, Bangalore as 
indicated in para 7 of the said order. 

(1) 19.08 acres of land in Ekarajapura Village 

(2) 49 sites in Yelahanka. 

The Deputy Commissioner, Bangalore District in his letter dated: 12-11-2009 read at (2) 
above has stated that the Principal City Civil and Sessions Judge, Bangalore District, while 
taking up the petition of Competent Authority filed under Section 5(2) of the Karnataka 
Protection of Interest of Depositors in Financial Establishments Act 2004, praying for passing 
an order making the interim attachment order passed by the Government of Karnataka vide its 
order dated: 5-8-2006 absolute in his order No. FR No. MISC 656/2009 dated: 02-11-2009 has 
taken a serious objection for leaving out the confiscation of the above two properties shown in 
the Government Order No. FD 42 TAR 2006, dated: 5-8-2006. He has observed that the 
provisions of the Section 3(2) of the Karnataka Protection of Interest of Depositors in financial 
establishments Act 2004, which has come into effect from 17-05-2006 provide for an overriding 
effect in respect of the properties held by the Fraudulent Financial Institutions falling under 
the purview of this Act.

Whereas, no objections and suggestions in respect of the said draft have been received 
by the Government. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 145 of 
Karnataka Education Act, 1983 [Karnataka Act 1 of 1995], the Government of Karnataka 
hereby makes the following rules, namely:- 


RULES 

1. Title and Commencement: - (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Educational 
Institutions (Recruitment and Terms and Conditions of service of employees in private aided 
Primaiy and Secondary Educational Institutions) (Amendment) Rules, 2008. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 3: - In the Karnataka Educational Institutions [Recruitment and terms 
and conditions of service of employees in private aided primary and secondary educational 
Institutions] Rules, 1999, in rule-3, in sub-rule (1), after clause (a), the following proviso shall 
be inserted, namely:- 

"Provided that direct recruitment vacancies in an aided institution may be filled by 
appointment on compassionate grounds. The provisions of the Karnataka Civil Services 
[Appointment on Compassionate Grounds] Rules, 1996, as amended from time to time and the 
orders, circulars etc. issued by the Government from time to time shall apply mutates 
mutandis to such appointment subject to following modifications, namely :- 

(1) In case, a vacancy is not available in the private aided educational institutions imparting 
primary and secondary education, where the deceased employee has worked, the eligible 
dependent of such an employee, who seeks appointment under these rules, may be 
appointed on compassionate grounds, against a vacancy available in any other aided 
private educational institution in the manner specified below:- 

(i) The Deputy Director of Public Instruction concerned shall identify the vacancy 
available in any other aided private educational institutions imparting primary and 
secondary education within the district where the deceased employee worked and 
direct such an institution to take necessary action to appoint the dependent 
concerned to such a vacancy. Upon receipt of such a direction, the managing 
committee of the institution shall formulate a proposal and forward the same to the 
competent authority seeking approval to the appointment. 

(ii) In case no vacancy is available within the district where the deceased employee 
worked, the Deputy Director of Public Instruction shall forward the records to the 
concerned Director of Public Instruction who shall identify the vacancy available in 
any other aided private educational institution imparting primaiy and secondary 
education within the limits of his jurisdiction and direct such an institution to take 
necessary action to appoint the dependent concerned to such a vacancy. Upon 
receipt of such a direction, the managing committee of the institution shall 
formulate a proposal and forward the same to the competent authority seeking 
approval to the appointment. 

(iii) In case no vacancy is available in any of the private educational institutions within 
the limits of the jurisdiction of the Director referred to in sub-clause (ii) above, he 
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shall forward the records to the Commissioner of the Public Instruction, Bangalore, 
who shall similarly identify the vacancy available in any other private aided 
educational institution imparting primary and secondary education anywhere in the 
State and direct such an institution to take necessary action to appoint the 
dependent concerned to such a vacancy. Upon receipt of such a direction, the 
managing committee of the institution shall formulate a proposal and forward the 
same to the competent authority seeking approval to the appointment. 

(2) In case of a dependent from a religious or linguistic minority institution seeking 
appointment on compassionate grounds he shall be appointed against a vacancy in 
any of the aided private educational institutions imparting primary and secondary 
education, belonging to religious and linguistic minority. 

(3) Nothing in rule-9 of the Karnataka Civil Services [Appointment on Compassionate 
Grounds] Rules, 1996 shall be applicable to any aided institution. 

Provided that application pending on the date of commencement of these rules shall be 
disposed of in accordance with the provisions of these rules.”
